Toronto Doctor Announces New Serum 
For High Blood Pressure 
A serum which may reduce the mor- 


bidity of high blood pressure was 
described by Dr. F. H, G. Starr, of 
Toronto, Canada, in an ad- 


dress before the clinical 
the American College 
Philadelphia. 

Dr, Starr said that William J. Me- 
Donald had been working on the 
serum in the research laboratories of 
the University of Toronto for 
time, but that it had not yet reached 
a point to permit a detailed description 
or an optimistic statement of its prob- 
able efficacy, He said the serum was 
a liver extract. High blood pressure, 
he explained, usually was due to hard- 
ening of the arteries, which is induced 
iby an inflammation, possibly of germ

Approximate Velocity Now Given At 
186,300 Miles Per Second 

Further experiments with an object 
of determining the exact speed of 
light are to be conducted next sum- 
mer in California by Professor Albert 
A. Michelson, of the University of 
| Chicago, it is announced by the univer- 
sity, With perfection and reflnement 
of mechanical devices, this noted phy- 
4sicist hopes to calculate to a figure 
| within five miles per second, ‘The ap- 
| proximate velocity is given at 186,300 
miles a second.

Major-General Sir Fabian Ware, 
vice-chairman of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission, who has been 
visiting in Canada during October, 
has been recalled to England much 
earlier than he expected.

Good reading for Canadian Paci- 
fic shareholders is furnished in the 
September statement of gross earn- 
ings, working expenses and net 
profits, It has been the most fa- 
vorable month for the company in 
a long time. The gross earnings 
were $18,909,071, the greatest shown 
in any month since October, 1924, 
Operating expenses were $12,641,- 
452 and the difference between the 
two, the net profits $6,267,619, an 
increase of $1,719,973 over the cor- 
responding month of last year. Net 
earnings for the first three quar- 
ters of this year, ending Septem- 
her 30th, is $1,190,089 greater than 
the 1924 figures, despite a decrease 
in gross earnings of over four and 
a half million dollars. This was 
made possible by the company’s 
policy of rigid economy, 


To bring the Arctic within the
